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GUI Members Approve Rehab and Capital 
Improvements Program by Landslide Vote

After barely an hour of de¬ 
bate on August 29, Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) members 
approved by a landslide a re¬ 
vised rehabilitation and capital 
improvements program. By a 
vote of 394-48, GHI members 
authorized the board of direc¬ 
tors to borrow $6.4 million from 
HUD at 3 % interest to finance 
the rehabilitation program. The 
board was also authorized to 
borrow $5.2 million at the best 
available terms for the capital 
improvements program. 

Several GHI members agreed 
with Board President Don Volk's 
assessment of the HUD loan as 
a “once in a lifetime opportunity.” 
They called the 3% money a real 
“steal.” One individual felt that 
he would no longer consider using 
savings to pay his share of reha¬ 
bilitation because he could make 
more interest on his money than 
the 3% loan would cost. 


work and heavy-up electrical work. 
But pursuing this option alone 
would not result in any energy 
savings for GHI. The option of 
correcting code violations and si¬ 
multaneously doing some energy 
savings work also would not qualify 
as a substantial rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram, and thus 3% money would 
not be available. 

Membership Response 

After the meeting was opened to 
comments from the floor, Robert 
Waeldner expressed his belief that 
“the people on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors have devoted time and service 
to help me because they want to 
make this a better place to live.” 

Cathy Meet re reminded GHI 
members that rehabilitation for in¬ 
dividual units would cost about the 
same as a new car, but the im¬ 
provements would last longer than 
any car. She expresed the fear 
that her house would not be stand¬ 
ing when the mortgage was paid 
off if it was not renovated. “I 
want to know that I'm not paying 
to heat the air of Greenbelt,” she 


Volk began the evening by list¬ 
ing the alternatives and the board’s 
reasons for recommending a com¬ 
plete program. To receive the HUD 
loan, it was necessary to approve 
both the major rehabilitation work 
and the capital improvements pro¬ 
gram. The HUD section 312 money 
is available only if the rehabilitation 
program meets county and federal 
standards. In particular, housing 
code violations of damp crawl 
spaces and outworn electrical wir¬ 
ing must be corrected within five 
years through the capital improve¬ 
ments program. Using 3 % money 
for energy saving work would “cost 
less in the long run,” he asserted. 
Volk indicated that monthly 
charges to members could go up 
10-20% the first year of the pro¬ 
gram, but the “unanswerable” ques¬ 
tion was what would happen to 
fuel costs. Furthermore, only with 
the complete program could low- 
income GHI members get either 
section 8 grant assistance or qual¬ 
ify for a loan deferral program. 

Of the four options open to GHI, 
doing nothing was not really a 
choice, Volk explained, because the 
county was requiring crawl-space 


added. 

Charles Hagelgans also spoke in 
favor of the motion saying, “We 
can put money into making the 
houses nice and make them energy 
efficient or give it to the oil com¬ 
panies and let them burn it.” 

Speaking for the opposition, Ben¬ 
jamin Abramowitz asked GHI 
members to vote against the mo¬ 
tion, charging that GHI was being 
“led down the primrose path with 
promises that it will lead us to the 
Garden of Eden; but it won’t.” 

In rebuttal, Nat Shinderman read 
from a report written eight years 
ago by a consortium of consulting 
engineers, which predicted that the 
condition of the homes would de¬ 
teriorate over the next thirty years. 

Next, Eunice Coxon spoke about 
the “fatalistic and hysterical pre¬ 
dicted charges.” She did not feel 
that expenses were low enough or 
that the co-op was run properly, 
asserting that expenses for a two 
bedr oom Green briar home were 
$208 per month. 

Later Katherine Keene read some 
ads from the Washington Post for 
townhouses starting at $371 a 
month. As far as statements that

‘rents’ would double or triple, she 
did not see that it was true for her 
unit. Besides, she added, “I have 
equity in my home.” 

The discussion ended when a mo¬ 
tion to cut off debate passed by a 
show of voting cards. At the be¬ 
ginning of the meeting after the 
first motion was made, Bettie Den¬ 
son had asked for a division of 
assembly on all votes, but Volk pre¬ 
ferred to follow the standard par¬ 
liamentary procedure. As suggest¬ 
ed earlier by Jean Nance, mechani¬ 
cal counters were used for the first 
time by the nominations and elec¬ 
tions committee in tallying the 
vote. 

After the original motion passed, 
James Foster moved to authorize 
the board to enter into contracts 
that extend for more than one year 
in order to accomplish the renova¬ 
tion and capital improvements 
program. Although applauding the 
idea in principle, Mat Amberg de¬ 
clared that according to the bylaws, 
this motion could not be voted on 
at that particular meeting. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the parliamentarian ruled 
that the motion was in order, and 
James Smith noted that the GHI 
attorney had already given the 
same opinion. The membership 
then passed the motion 338 to 9.

Questiois on September Ballot 
Expected to Bring Ont Veters

Election 1979 in Greenbelt appears to be a “different kettle or 
fish" from the bland 1977 campaign. Eight candidates, one referen¬ 
dum and one advisory question are the combination that makes the 
difference. These factors contributed significantly to the sharp up¬ 
swing in voter registration this year. Consequently, a record num¬ 
ber of Greenbelters is expected to trek to the polls on September 18. 

Unlike the issueless '77 council 
elections when only six candidates 
threw their hats into the ring, this 
time around there are two major 
issues: (1) an advisory question on 
whether or not Greenbelters want 
an overpass to span the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and, if so, 
where - at the Gardenway or Man- 
dan Road locations; and (2) a char¬ 
ter amendment providing for rev¬ 
enue bond financing for rehabili¬ 
tation of existing structures in the 
city. Voters will probably base 
their choice of candidates on how 
they feel about these two issues. 

Five incumbents—Mayor Richard 
Pilski and Councilmen Richard 
Castaldi Charles Schwan, Gil Weid- 
enfeld and Thomas White — and 
three newcomers, Jeanette Gordy, 

Konrad Herling and Richard Ley, 
are vying for the five council seats. 

The incumbents have served to¬ 
gether since 1973. 

Some 3,414 Greenbelters will be 
eligible to vote on September 18, 
a jump of 28.3% since the 1977 
election when 2,661 were registered. 

This increase in voter registra¬ 
tion reverses the downward trend 
since 1973, which occurred even 
though Greenbelt's population has 
been increasing. Current popula¬ 
tion figures show about 22,250 resi¬ 
dents, an increase of 22.2% over 
1977’s total of 18,199. 

Since June 21, 1,179 residents 

have registered. On the other hand, 
about 700 persons who have moved 
out of the city or who did not vote

in two previous elections were 
purged from the voting rolls. Post¬ 
card registration accounted iot the- 
majority of new voters, althotfgh- 
over 1,000 mail-in cards were never 
returned. In Precinct #3 (Center^ 
there are 296 new registrants; Pre¬ 
cinct #6 (North End) 230; Precinct 
#8 (Springhill Lake) 216 and new 
Precinct #13 (Greenbriar) 437. 

Precinct 13 

The overpass issue is a hot one 
in this new precinct, especially in 
the Greenbriar condominium/Glen 
Oaks subdivision where 491 resi¬ 
dents are registered. The current 
precinct registration is 549 (in¬ 
cluding 58 at Windsor Green), 

Phase I Greenbriar residents are 
on record against the Garden way 
overpass. They object to the re¬ 
quirement of an easement for a 
pathway through the median of 
the parking lot between 7716 and 
7718 Hanover Parkway, Phase II 
residents, however, are opposed to 
Mandan Road (public land) be¬ 
cause more apartment buildings 
will be impacted at this location 
than at Garden way. 

Voting in the new precinct will 
take place at the Greenbriar Com¬ 
munity House. 

Precincts 3, 6, 8 

Precinct 3, Center School, has re¬ 
mained stable. Currently about 
1,235 voters are registered. In 1977, 
1,176 persons were registered; ap¬ 
proximately 40 came from Green- 
briar/Glen Oaks/Windsor Green.

Precinct 6, North End School, has 
1,145 registered voters, up 9.1% 
from 1977’s total of 1,049. Precinct 
8, Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, figures reveal 485 qualified 
voters, an increase of 11.2% over 
the 1977 tally of 436. 

Referendum 

One-third of the city's voters are 
members of Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
In light of the members’ over¬ 
whelming support last week for 
the revised rehabilitation and cap¬ 
ital improvements program, it 
would appear that there would be 
a strong favorable vote for the ref¬ 
erendum on the city's issuance of 
revenue bonds for rehabilitation of 
existing structures in the commu¬ 
nity. Other possible candidates for 
-rehabilitation would be the com 
mercial center and Charlestowne 
Village. 

Repayment of the bond obliga¬ 
tion would be the responsibility en¬ 
tirely of the borrower - GHI, com 
mercial center, etc. There would be 
no obligation on the part of the 
city or its taxpayers. 

Voter approval of the referendum 
question would give the city the 
ability to float bonds using its name 
for energy conservation or reha¬ 
bilitation projects in the public in¬ 
terest. Any such project would 
have to be approved by specific 
ordinance by council after public 
hearings and full debate. 

Tidbits 

Springhill Lake and Greenbriar 
hold 14% each of the voting popu¬ 
lation. Windsor Green has 1,70%. 
The 100-unit Green Ridge House 
chalked up 2.67%, with 91 residents 
registered. Precinct 3 holds 36.17% 
and Precinct 6, 33.54'%. Votes cast 
in the 1977 election were 1,558, 
which was 59% of the 2,661 quali¬ 
fied voters.

Pofice Blotter 

The Department is investigating 
two indecent exposure cases. One 
took place on the Beltway Plaza 
parking lot, the other at the high 
school parking lot. 

The 49 year old non-resident who 
was arrested by Cpi Ceccarelli for 
the November 14, 1978, rape of a 
14 year old Springhill Lake girl was 
sentenced to 26 years imprison¬ 
ment by Prince Georges County 
Circuit Court Judge Albert T. 
Blackwell. The man was convicted 
by a jury on June 22. 1979, of sec¬ 
ond degree rape, false imprison¬ 
ment (abduction) and two counts 
of fourth degree sex offense. 

The Department has issued over 
103 radar speeding citations dur¬ 
ing the past two weeks. Radar is 
being used on Ridge Road, Cres¬ 
cent, Man dan, and Cherry wood 
Lane. Speeding has increased on 
these streets and the Department 
is attempting to curtail this in¬ 
crease. 

A Mo-ped bike reported stolen 
from 20 Parkway Road was located 
and two juveniles were apprehend¬ 
ed. 

An arrest was made for drink¬ 
ing alcoholic beverages in public on 
the North Parking Lot. 

Another death took place at the 
Springhill Lake North construction 
site. A 41 year’ old male laborer 
was found dead where the sewer 
line is being installed. Investigation 
is continuing. 

A motorcycle operator was killed 
when a car failed to yield the right- 
of-way and struck him and another 
car on Greenbelt Road, 200 feet 
west of Hanover Parkway. The 
operator of the striking vehicle 
was charged with homicide by mo¬ 
tor vehicle while intoxicated and 
failure to grant public right-of- 
way. The accident was investigated 
by Officer McGrath. 


Safety of Students 

To the Editor: 

The Safety Committee of the Ele¬ 
anor Roosevelt Senior High School 
PTSA, of which I was chairman, 
initiated the effort to secure a Hai¬ 
ti more-Washington Parkway pe¬ 
destrian/bicycle overpass. Our im¬ 
mediate concern was the safety of 
students who were crossing the 
Parkway. We were concerned, too, 
that children from Greenbriar at¬ 
tending Center School might at¬ 
tempt the hazardous crossing. Of 
unofficial interest was the opportu¬ 
nity for safe crossing in both di¬ 
rections that an overpass would 
offer to student and non-student 
alike. 

The questions of building an 
overpass and, if built, where it 
should be located are to be put to 
voters in the city election Septem¬ 
ber 18. I ask all voters in all parts 
of the city to join the Roosevelt 
High School PTSA and students 
in supporting building an overpass 
at the Garden way site—Alternative 
A. 

This is the shorter, more direct 
route from the high school and 
most of Greenbriar to most of “old” 
Greenbelt. Building it at Garden- 
way will eliminate any temptation 
that students might have to run 
across the Parkway. 

Please let's make it a big vote 
for Garden way.

The Work Was Done 

To the Editor: 

Every now and then, ever since 
GHI’s 1968-70 Capital Improve¬ 
ments program, we hear state¬ 
ments that it was never done. The 
most recent such statement was 
made at a special board meeting 
on August 30 by William Offen- 
bacher. He said, “Since the old 
Capital Improvements program was 
never done, how can we be sure 
this one will be?” 

Not only was the old one done, 
but so many members had tried to 
spread the rumor that it was not 
done that several years ago the 
Audit Committee decided to check 
it out. I was one of the three mem¬ 
bers of the Committee at that time. 
We got all of the GHI files per¬ 
taining to the Capital Improve¬ 
ments program, including work or¬ 
ders, bids and work reports by sub¬ 
contractors, bills, vouchers for pay¬ 
ment, etc. 

We divided the files amongst us, 
each one taking certain aspects; 
e.g., roofs, steam and hot water 
return lines, sidewalks, etc. We 
checked everything out, even in 
some instances talking with the 
foremen of the work crews when 
there were symbols on work orders 
which we did not understand. 

I remember that I had sidewalks, 
among other things. I decided here 
was one phase which I myself could 
measure. Addresses and footage 
were given in the files and I set 
out with a 6' rule and measured. 
It was soon enough after the work 
was done that new cement was 
easily identified. I found that our 
contractors were not always accu¬ 
rate, in that if they had done 8*2” 
of sidewalk, for example, they failed 
to record the 2”, but called it an 
even 8'. There were enough such 
instances that I measured about 
T more total sidewalk than we were 
charged for—a nice baker's dozen 
with cement work costing what it 
did even then. 

Lowering of water usage as a 
result of the replacement of leak¬ 
ing steam and hot water lines was 
one of the big benefits. Some new 
roofs were put on, and won’t need 
that now, but others that did not 
need it then do now, ten years 
later. Also tree roots under side¬ 
walks have grown over the years 
making such sidewalks, which were 
level then, uneven and dangerous 
now. Hard winters, such as the 
last one, have caused deteriora¬ 
tion of other sidewalks which were 
in good shape then and did not 
need replacement. 

Yes, folks, whatever the rumors 
you are hearing, the other capital 
improvements program was done, 
and this one will be too.

Maryland Congresswoman Gladys 
Noon Spellman will host a service 
academy/career planning show¬ 
case on Capitol Hill Saturday, 
September 15, from 10 a.m. - noon 
for Prince Georges County high 
school students and their parents. 

To be held in the Caucus Room 
of the Cannon House Office Build¬ 
ing, New Jersey and C Sts., S.E., 
the two-hour conference will fea¬ 
ture presentations on all five uni¬ 
formed academies and their admis¬ 
sions procedures. Also, various 
ROTC scholarship programs, HEW 
loan and grant programs and fin¬ 
ancial assitance programs for col¬ 
lege, vocational and technical 
school students will be explained. 

“This event is an absolute must 
for any high school student inter¬ 
ested in applying to a service acad¬ 
emy,” the three-term Congress- 
woman said.

CITY NOTES 

Old base was removed and re¬ 
placed on Crescent Road between 
Hillside and Garden way. An addi¬ 
tional section of Crescent Road 
needing base repair will be replaced 
next. Areas of the Lake Park lawn 
from the dam to a point opposite 
the bandstand were resodded. 

Grading has been completed for 
the 10-foot Trail from the band 
stand to the dam on the Lake Park 
Trail and stone has been replaced. 
The trail will be in service as soon 
as the base dries. This project is 
a combined service road, hiker- 
biker-jogger trail, and drainage 
control project. Water causing ero¬ 
sion along the lake shore in this 
area has been completely elim¬ 
inated. 

The WSSC contractor has nearly 
finished installing the sewer line 
across the Springhil! Lake Golf 
Course. 

The lobby of the Springhil! Lake 
Recreation Center has been com¬ 
pletely repainted. Material for re¬ 
pairing the gym floor has been 
ordered. 

Renovation work in the munici¬ 
pal building is continuing. Work 
on the second floor is nearly 
completed. A plumber has been 
hired to install plumbing rough-in 
items and fixtures in the Police De¬ 
partment The detention cell hard¬ 
ware, including plumbing materials, 
have been ordered and delivery of 
the door frame is promised in the 
near future. 

Park benches were installed be¬ 
tween Green Ridge House and the 
Center, and playground equipment 
at Springhill Lake and the 73 Court 
of Ridge Road. The SHL golf 
course has a rest-shelter. Work 
has also begun on the Greenbriar 
playground. To date, 10 out of 15 
playground sites have been com-

(This is the second of three articles prepared 
by the City Staff to provide information con¬ 
cerning the two questions placed on the ballot 
for the September 18th City election. This 
article provides information concerning the two- 
part Advisory Question on the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway pedestrian-bicycle over¬ 
pass. The City Council seeks the voters ad¬ 
vice on whether or not the Federal Govern¬ 
ment should construct this facility and, if so, 
at which of two alternative locations it should 
be built.) 

BACKGROUND OF OVERPASS 

Although the City Council has long expressed 
concern over the lack of a safe pedestrian and 
bicycle crossing of the Parkway, no one 
seemed able to do anything about it. The 
City Council, during the planning of the Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School, urged the Board 
of Education, the County and the State to pro¬ 
vide for pedestrian access over the Parkway. 
The State Highway Administration felt that the 
Greenbelt Road bridge was too hazardous 
even if a walkway was built and did not want to 
do anything to encourage pedestrians to use 
it. 

When the high school opened, pedestrian 
and bicycle traffic increased significantly. Some 
students crossed the Parkway on the Green¬ 
belt Road bridge; others shortcutted across 
the Parkway and through Greenbriar private 
property. Fences erected to prevent pedes¬ 
trians from crossing the Parkway were cut. 
The National Park Sen/ice advised that it 
could not put up fences that could not be 
taken down. Because of the woods on either 
side, the Park Police and the Greenbelt Police 
are not able to effectively stop the shortcut¬ 
ting. 

While most pedestrians and bicyclists are 
students or employees of the high schoof, some 
Greenbriar and Windsor Green residents are 
walking or biking to places in Greenbelt west 
of the Parkway. 

Three unacceptable choices now exist for 
pedestrians and bicyclists who wish to cross 
the Parkway. 

1. Don’t do it. 

2. Use the Greenbelt Road bridge which 
is very hazardous. 

3. Violate the law and shortcut across the 
Parkway which is also very hazardous. 

The Eleanor Roosevelt High School Parent- 
Teacher-Student Association appealed to Con¬ 
gresswoman Gladys Spellman for assistance. 
Through her efforts, the Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration agreed to build a pedestrian-bi¬ 
cycle overpass across the Parkway at a loca¬ 
tion mutually agreed to by the City, the State 
and the Federal Highway Administration. Funds 
to build the overpass would be provided from 
an appropriation for improvements to the Park¬ 
way. 

However, it was the responsibility of the 
City to provide and construct access to the 
overpass on either side. 

SITE LOCATIONS 

Five possible sites for an overpass were 
identified by the City staff. Three sites were 
quickly eliminated as being unsuitable. The 
other two were carefully considered by the 
Council. One near Gardenway (Alternative A 
on the ballot) was identified as the preferred 
location. However, this site also required the 
obtaining of an easement through Greenbriar 
Condominiums Phase I in order to build an 
access walk. The City asked Greenbriar Phase 
I to grant an easement. It was not granted. 
This left the Council with the choice of con¬ 
demning the easement or constructing the 
overpass at the other location. A public hear¬ 
ing was held at the high school on the matter 
and a large number of citizens attended. Near¬ 
ly every citizen living west of the Parkway 
spoke in favor of the Gardenway location and 
for the condemning of an easement. With few 
exceptions, most Greenbriar residents spoke 
against the easement taking and the Garden¬ 
way location and some spoke in opposition 
to any overpass. Subsequently, by a 3-2 vote, 
the City Council selected the Gardenway lo¬ 
cation and directed staff to proceed to acquire 
the easement by condemnation. The Federal 
and State Highway Administrations approved 
the selection. 


School . 


THE APPROVED LOCATION 

The Council approved location (Alternative 
A on the ballot question) is near the end of 
Gardenway on the western side of the Parkway; 
east of the Parkway the bridge would be near 
the back of a parking lot between 7716 and 
7718-7720 Hanover Parkway. Access from the 
west would be via a walkway to be constructed 
by the City from the end of Gardenway across 
newly acquired city park land to the bridge 
site. Access from Hanover Parkway would be 
across the easement on a paved walkway. 
The easement would extend from Hanover 
Parkway westward. At the rear of the parking 
lot is a wooded buffer strip adjacent to the 
Parkway across which the walkway would have 
to be constructed. 

The easement would be 8 feet wide through 
the parking lot and the walkway would probably 
be 6 feet wide. Through the buffer strip adja¬ 
cent to the Parkway a 30 foot wide easement 
is being sought to permit grade adjustments 
for the irregular ground surface and so that the 
paved walk can bypass any large trees. Also, 
the walkway width would probably be increased 
to 8 to 10 feet to permit passage of pedes¬ 
trians and bicyclists going in opposite direc¬ 
tions. 

On both sides of the Parkway the land is 
higher than the roadway. The bridge floor 
would be only a few feet above the ground 
level on either side and it would not be neces¬ 
sary to put in large approach ramps to the 
bridge. Because the bridge would be close to 
ground level and because of the wooded buf¬ 
fers, the bridge would be visible from either 
side only from the approach walks. It would 
not be visible from homes in Greenbriar, ex¬ 
cept possibly through tree branches in the 
winter. 

The walkway through Greenbriar would elim¬ 
inate one parking space in the parking lot. 
This space could be provided elsewhere. 

The Alternative A (Gardenway) location pro¬ 
vides the shortest route between the high 
school and all homes west of the Parkway. 
Because It is the shortest route and access 
on either side is easy without hills, it is felt 
that most students using the path will follow 
the easement and that shortcutting through 
other areas of Greenbriar will be greatly re¬ 
duced. 

For Greenbriar Phase I and most Greenbriar 
Phase II residents, the Alternative A location 
provides the shortest route to most commer¬ 
cial and public facilities in Greenbelt west of 
the Parkway. Some of these facilities are the 
Greenbelt Commercial Center, the Greenbelt 
Library, the Greenbelt Youth Center, the Little 
League ballfield, most churches, the Greenbelt 
City Offices and Police Station, the U.S. Post 


Office, the Perimeter Hiker-Biker Trail Park and 
Greenbelt Lake Park. 

The cost of constructing a bridge at this 
location would be less expensive as well. Jt 
is estimated that it will cost the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment $250,000 to build the bridge. 

The bridge will be constructed from the 
Parkway. Construction equipment will not 
need to use the easement. The only construc¬ 
tion that will take place on Greenbriar property 
is the constructing of a paved access walk. 

ALTERNATIVE B LOCATION 

The only alternate location being given con¬ 
sideration is farther north on the Parkway. 
The road right-of-way for Mandan Road in 
Greenbriar extends north to the Parkway. The 
bridge would be at the end of Mandan. On 
the western side, the bridge would be connect¬ 
ed by an access walk to Hamilton Place. The 
property on the west is presently owned by 
the county and an easement would have to 
be obtained, it is presumed that it could be 
obtained with ease. 

Therefore, the most important advantage is 
that access ways to the bridge could be ob¬ 
tained quickly and without the need to con¬ 
demn an easement from private property. 

Another advantage of this location is that 
for a part of Greenbriar-Phase II, all of Phase 
III and Glen Oaks, the distance to the public 
facilities on the other side of the Parkway 
would be shortened by a half block. 

The land on the Greenbriar side is below 
the level of the Parkway road surface. It would 
be necessary to provide an earth ramp from 
the end of Mandan Road to the bridge. The 
bridge Will be highly visible from some homes 
in Phase li and Phase Ilf. 

Because the Parkway is much wider at the 
Alternative B (Mandan) location than at the Al¬ 
ternative A (Gardenway) location, a much long¬ 
er bridge will have to be built. The north and 
south bound lanes of the Parkway are farther 
apart near Mandan Road. It is estimated that 
a bridge at this location will cost nearly 
twice as much as at the other location. 

For students crossing the bridge to go to 
the high school, the distance will be an extra 
three blocks. It is feared that the present 
shortcutting across the Parkway will continue 
because it is a shorter route. Also, Greenbriar 
Phase II residents can expect shortcutting 
to take place across the parking area near 
the corner of Hanover Parkway and Mandan 
Road. 

Because of the extra cost and the other 
disadvantages, the Federal Highway Adminis¬ 
tration has disapproved this location for the 
bridge. That decision would have to be re¬ 
versed for a bridge to be constructed at this 
location.

Greenbelt in Five to Ten Years 

Problems and Opportunities

Candidate for Reelection To Council 


(This is the second of three communications to express 
my thoughts on issues of concern to Greenbelt. Anyone who 
would like to comment on or discuss these issues is urged to 
:all me.) 

Last week an optimistic view was taken of Greenbelt’s 
immediate future. There is, however, a threatening cloud on 

the horizon-what the State Highway Administration 

might decide to do to “improve” traffic flow through the city. 

A plan proposed by SHA consultants to improve access 
to the Baltimore-Washington Parkway would take one 
Greenbriar tennis court, a strip of land along Greenbelt Road 
from Greenway Center, about half of the area in Parcl 15 
proposd for single-family homes, part of the Lutheran Church 
property, and a nearby private home, city parkland near the 
Public Works Building, and land from the Golden Triangle 
paralleling the Beltway, including about three-fourths of the 
city’s Indian Springs parkland. 

Even more devastating to the Golden Triangle is the SHA- 
approved plan for the Kenilworth Avenue-Greenbelt Road 
interchange which would take a substantial piece of the 
southwestern corner of the Triangle plus a strip of as yet 
undermined width along Greenbelt Road. 

The city had urged the state to select an alternative that 
would have required taking much less land and would also 
have improved Springhill Lake access to Kenilworth Avenue. 
Cost, apparently, was the factor that persuaded SHA not to 
follow the city’s recommendation. i 

If implemented, the adverse effect of these SHA plans 
would be enormous. It is ironic that they are described as 
being intended to “improve” traffic flow. The tunnel vision 
of highway planners and engineers is beyond understanding. 
In this era of ever tightening energy supplies, they continue to 
focus almost all their efforts on automobiles — usually car¬ 
rying but one passenger — to ensure that they move along 
at or in excess of the speed limit, regardless of the impact on 
rational community development plans. As a member of city 
council, I would urge in the strongest possible terms that they 
reexamine their options and choose the path of logic instead 
of lunacy. This must be the hope of the Greenbelt City 
Council when it meets with SHA representatives to discuss 
these plans in late September.

Development Center

A recent news source for the News Review was a letter writ¬ 
ten by IV 2 . year old Andrew Knoll of Green belt. Andrew, with 
the help of his grandmother and the encouragement of 6-year-old 
brother Matthew, wrote that his father, Craig Knoll, is the Director 
of the Ardmore Developmental Center. The largest non-residen¬ 
tial center for retarded adults in Prince Georges County, the cen¬ 
ter moved into its new $739,000 facility on Lotsford-Vista Road, 
east of Glenarden in late May. 


Knoll, a resident of Greenbelt for 
one and a half years, has headed 
the Developmental Center for the 
past six years. Although a native 
of Buffalo, New York, he has lived 
in Maryland for the better part of 
his life. Knoll holds his Bachelor’s 
degree in history from Towson 
State and his Master’s degree, 
earned in Special Education, from 
the University of Maryland. He 
taught special education for six 
years in the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Public Schools. A former state 
delegate, Knoll represented the 
old 3rd district from 1970-1974 and 
the new 26th District from 1974- 
1978. 

The Developmental Center began 
in 1963 as the Prince Georges 
County Retarded Day Care Cen¬ 
ter, affording an alternative to in¬ 
stitutionalization for retarded child¬ 
ren, The facility now provides free 
services to retarded adults aged 21 
and over. Children, aged 3 to 21, 
are educated within the public 
school system following passage of 
the 1973 federal law. That law en¬ 
titles the handicapped to a free, 
appropriate education. The Ard¬ 
more Center has favored the im¬ 
plementation of this mandate to 
the public school system. 

A twofold program is offered at 
the center, according to Knoll. A 
pre-vocational or educational pro¬ 
gram teaches mentally handicap¬ 
ped adults the living skills neces¬ 
sary to carry on a more indepen¬ 
dent daily routine. Tasks taught 
may range from learning to brush 
one's teeth to the more sophistica¬ 
ted clothing selection and money 
management. 

The second and interlocking pro¬ 


gram offers vocational training as 
well as the opportunity for shel¬ 
tered employment. The possibility 
of job placement outside the shel¬ 
ter exists. The Center serves a wide 
range of people on different levels 
and the amount of time spent in 
the educational or vocational pro 
grams varies with each person, 
dependent upon his or her needs. 


Knoll related that program par¬ 
ticipants live in group homes or 
sheltered apartments. He and his 
staff work closely with Don Pol¬ 
lock, Director of Residential Pro¬ 
grams, and Melody Johnson, Pro¬ 
gram Coordinator, both employed 
by the Prince Georges Association 
for Retarded Citizens. (Both are 
also Greenbelters.) The two non¬ 
profit organizations are partially 
funded by the United Way. 

Center staff members not only 
supervise workshop production but 
serve as “outreach workers,” co¬ 
ordinating various activities as 
well as seeking optimal living ar¬ 
rangements. Knoll stressed that 
the program is concerned with a 
person’s overall development and 
added that emphasis is given to 
“helping people to live in the least 
restrictive and most integrated en¬ 
vironment.”

Good Cheer Bubbles Forth at Greenway 
Shopping Center Ground - breaking Fete

Champagne and words of 
mutual admiration flowed from 
officials of Western Develop* 
ment and the city of Greenbelt 
at groundbreaking ceremonies 
for the Greenway Shopping 
Center on July 31. Additionally, 
there was a “finger-licking 
good” whipped cream cake en¬ 
joyed by Western and city of¬ 
ficials, representatives of the 
county and of Safeway, Dart 
Drug, the James W. Rouse 
Company, Coakley-Williams. 
First National Bank of Mary¬ 
land. and Ben Dyer. Also on the 
scene was long-time Prince 
Georges County restauranteur 
Berk Motley. (The shopping 
center is located on a 24.2-acre 
tract off Greenbelt Road be¬ 
tween Hanover Parkway and 
the Baltimore - Washington 
Parkway.) 

Western Development president. 
Herbert Miller, expressed his orga¬ 
nization’s pleasure in becoming part 
of the Greenbelt family. “Our re¬ 
lationship with the city,” he said, 
"has been very pleasing over the 
past months.” He complimented 
members of the city council and 
the city manager, describing them 
as "fine representatives of the 
town we have now joined . . . We 
hope we can follow their example 
... to show how we can be good 
residents.” 

Miller envisioned the new Green¬ 
way Center, including the 16-story 
Maryland Trade Center, as setting 
an example for the county by 
achieving architectural integrity 
and attractive landscaping that 
will create an ambiance "unlike 
those commercial projects along 
the Beltway that lacked these ele¬ 
ments." 

In describing the successful an¬ 
nexation negotiations between the 
developers and the city. Mayor 
Richard Pilski noted: "This was 
a first in the county where there 
was such a rapport between devel¬ 
opers and community ... It was a 
pleasure to work with these people.” 

Pilski also extended an invitation 
to Coakley - Williams president 
Fred Williams to follow Western 
Development's example and be¬ 
come part of the city instead of 
being "just a neighbor.” 

In the past Coakley-Williams, 
developers of the proposed Mary¬ 
land Trade Center has resisted an¬ 
nexation by the city. The office 
building will be located on 7.5 acres 
adjacent to the Greenway Shopping 
Center, just outside the city limits 
and will be seen from the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway and

(Coakley- 
Wiliams also developed the Ra- 
mada Inn and the Gould Office 
building in Lanham.) 

Williams spoke highly of West¬ 
ern Development. "They are real 
fine people to work with, and I 
see no problem all the way 
through." 

Greenway Center 
Sixty stores are planned in the 
first phase of the shopping center. 
The city council on August 13 rec¬ 
ommended approval of the site 
plan, which will be considered by 
the Prince Georges County Plan¬ 
ning Board in the near future. 

According to the site plan, Phase 
I construction will consist of 183,- 
556 square feet of commercial space 
as follows: Safeway — 56,730; Re¬ 
tail - 61,185; Drive-In Bank - 2,356; 
Savings & Loan 1,200; Three Rest¬ 
aurants 16,200; Dart Drug Store - 
23,885; and Health Spa - 22,000. 
Additionally a free-standing rest¬ 
aurant owned separately is pro¬ 
posed for 1.3 acres. 

Council accepted the Advisory 
Planning Board’s (APB) recom¬ 
mendation that provides for pedes¬ 
trian/bicycle access and bicycle 


storage from both the shopping cen¬ 
ter and office building and for a 
covered walkway between both cen¬ 
ters. Another APB recommenda¬ 
tion approved by council stipulates 
that the back walls of the shopping 
center facing the Maryland Trade 
Center should be finished in an 
attractive manner. In addition, 
council agreed with the APB that 
steps should be taken to insure pe¬ 
destrian safety within the parking 
lots, since many customers will be 
walking to the center on foot from 
the nearby Greenbriar, Windsor 
Green and Hunting Ridge develop¬ 
ments. APB also opposed the set¬ 
ting aside of any additional prop¬ 
erty from the parcel for the State 
Highway Administration's proposal 
for the Parkway-Beltway inter¬ 
change. 

Phase II development will con¬ 
tain 60,000 square feet of retail 
space for an additional 25 stores. 

Office Building 

Council also recommended ap¬ 
proval of the site plan for the 
Maryland Trade Center. The APB 
and council preferred a lower build¬ 
ing height to minimize visual im¬ 
pact on the Parkway from a single 


CITY OF GREENBELT, MARYLAND 

Enacted Ordinance 

At its special meeting held on August 
29, 1979, the City Council of Greenbelt, 
Maryland, adopted Ordinance Number 878, 
which shall become effective on the tenth 
day after passage, which shall be Septem¬ 
ber 8, 1979. 

The following title of the ordinance is a fair summary: 

ORDINANCE NUMBER 878 



AN ORDINANCE TO AUTHORIZE AND EMPOWER THE CITY 
OF GREENBELT TO ISSUE AND SELL, UPON ITS FULL 
FAITH AND CREDIT, ITS SERIAL MATURITY, GENERAL 
OBLIGATION SPECIAL ASSESSMENT BONDS (AND BOND 
ANTICIPATION NOTES) IN THE PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF 
NOT MORE THAN ONE MILLION FIVE HUNDRED THOUS¬ 
AND DOLLARS ($1,500,000) PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORI¬ 
TY OF SECTIONS 31 TO 37, INCLUSIVE, OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1973 RE¬ 
PLACEMENT VOLUME) AND SECTIONS 55 AND 56 OF THE 
CITY CHARTER, THE BONDS TO BE DESIGNATED “CITY 
OF GREENBELT PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT BONDS OF 1979”, 
THE NET PROCEEDS OF SALE THEREOF TO BE DISBURSED 
FOR THE PUBLIC PURPOSE OF FINANCING THE COST OF 
CONSTRUCTING, INSTALLING AND PROVIDING STREET, 
CURB, GUTTER, STORM DRAINAGE, STREET LIGHTING 
AND TRAFFIC CONTROL IMPROVEMENTS AND FACILI¬ 
TIES IN AND FOR HANOVER PARKWAY, (GREENWAY 
CENTER DRIVE AND GREENBELT ROAD AND ADJACENT 
AREAS, TOGETHER WITH RELATED DESIGN, ENGINEER¬ 
ING, PLANNING, FISCAL AND LEGAL EXPENSES; PRE¬ 
SCRIBING THE FORM AND TENOR OF THE BONDS AND 
NOTES AND THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS FOR THE 
ISSUANCE AND SALE THEREOF; PROVIDING FOR THE 
LEVY AND COLLECTION OF (i) SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS 
UPON THE ADJACENT PROPERTY BENEFITED BY SUCH 
IMPROVEMENTS, AND. IF THE SUMS COLLECTED THERE- 
FORM SHOULD EVER BE INSUFFICIENT FOR SUCH PUR¬ 
POSE (ii) TAXES SUFFICIENT FOR THE PROMPT PAY¬ 
MENT OF THE MATURING PRINCIPAL OF AND INTEREST 
ON THE BONDS; AND GENERALI, x RELATING TO THE 
ISSUANCE. SALE, DELIVERY ANi PAYMENT OF THE 
BONDS.

towering structure. (Originally two 
low-rise buildings were on the 
drawing boards.) However, the de¬ 
velopers opted for the taller build¬ 
ing, Williams said it would have 
more "impact” and "attract more 
customers.” 

At the August 13 meeting, Chris 
Heslin, vice-president of develop¬ 
ment for Coakley-Williams was 
amenable to the recommendation 


for a pedestrian access between the 
shopping center and office build¬ 
ing. He said that construction of 
the 192,000-square-foot office build¬ 
ing was expected to start in mid- 
September 1979. Occupancy is 
slated for the winter of 1981. 

The $12 million combined shop¬ 
ping center and commercial office 
complex will provide parking for 
1,350 cars.
